Euclid-Freeway Park Proposal 
Provides Great Goal for Future 


Development today of a park on Euclid 
avenue at the Ramona freeway will be a sound 
investment of the future. 

How extensively such a park would be used 

is difficult to forecast, but where there is traf- 
fic and crowds of people there is need for a 
park. Very likely Euclid avenue will be one of 
the major thoroughfares handling the freeway 
traffic — going and coming. 
— R. Fred Price, former state assemblyman, 
the most active leader in the park movement, 
visualizes the park as a great center of activity. 
Commuters, living within a few miles of the 
freeway-Euclid intersection, will leave their 
autos on the proposed park, board a fast bus 
into Los Angeles; then return for the evening 
into Los Angeles; then return in the evening 
end drive their cars home. 

In other words, such a park would provide 
parking facilities for automobiles. And well it 
might during the next 25 and 50 years and 
when the community is solidly developed with 
residences. Then, Upland would be only a 
suburb for the big metropolitan center. 

Vision is necessary to adequately plan 
ahead and prepare for the future. Without 
planning and development today, therefore, 
‘we will not be able to meet the future needs. 

The plan proposed by Mr. Price, along with 
Mrs. Pearl J. Smith and others, there, has real 
merit. The joint Upland-Ontario committee, 
recently appointed to formulate a definite pro- 
gram, has a timely function. If nothing more, 
the communities can provide adequate beau- 
tification of the important intersection and fur- 
ther enhance the attractiveness of our famous 
avenue. 

Money will limit the extent of the develop- 
meni. It is likely very little, if any public money, 
can be found for such an undertaking. In- 
dividuals and organizations, through their own 
financial arrangement, are likely to provide 
the means for the realization of this fine vision. 

The committee, with Judge Archie D, Mitch- 
ell and W. W. Mather as co-chairmen, will 
ferret out all possibilities for obtaining money. 
It is possible money from the state may be 
available. 

In any event, the goal is ahead. People are 
becoming interested in the Euclid - Freeway 
park project. We must prepare for the future.

Opening of C street is one of the much-needed improve- 
ments in Upland. 


Sale of the city’s six acres is one of the keys to getting the 
street extended from Third to Campus avenues. where it would | 
connect with Washington boulevard. The city property is im- 
mediately east of Third and south of the new C street site. 

The new street extension would not only provide a new

entrance to the business district from the east but it would also : 


provide new business frontage. 

The city property is so located that it is not likely to be de- 
veloped unless the city itself takes the initiative. And real, 
value of the city property is in extension of the street. | 

Placing of sewer. pavement and curbs and purchase of a| 
small strip of right-of-way involves an expenditure of from 
$35,000 to $45,009, according to estimates by Richard G. Manley, 
city manager. The six acres cost the city $6,000 about 15 
years ago. 

It is up to the city officials to set a price on the land with 
the extension of C street completed. 

Now is the time for action. Upland’s business area has. 
noi kept pace with the growth of the residential district. To- 
day there are new opportunities for business development and 
unless suitable business frontage is made available the de- 
velopment is likely to occur some place other than the estab-| 
lished downtown business center. 

For years efforts have been made to get C street extended. 
Currently, the Redevelopment Agency has the job of obtaining | 
federal funds. Assurance of early action from agency spokes- | 
men hos turned into prolonged delays and nearly a year has | 
been consumed with no advancement. 

Now the city-owned land can be turned into a major busi- 
ness development for the community—and all the taxpayers 
will profit in the improvement.

What Kind Of A Master Zoning Plan Do You Want? | 


Now Is The Time For Uplanders To Voice Their Views 


Upland’s proposed master zoning plan is a 
long way from .being enacted into law... 
but it #progressing toward that end. 

The Upland city council! will tonight receive 
the proposed measure afier it has been with 
the city planning commission since November. 
In two or three months, the councilmen may 
be ready to enact it. In the meantime, there 
will be one official public hearing and much 
official and unofficial discussion about how 
and why people's property should be regu- 
latea. 

What kind of a law is in the making? 

Of top interest is the proposed restriction 
in the citrus district. As it stands at present, 
the law would not permit any commercial-sized 
subdivision west of Euclid avenue north of 
Eleventh street. Through “records of survey”, 
an owner could develop not more than four 
lots at one time. Minimum size of the lots is 
placed at one acre. 

There is one way, however, for owners of 
land to participate in a commercial subdivis- 
ion; that is by getting their property changed 
from agricultural to the residential zone. The 
planning commission and ithe city council will 
have a voice in this matter and the zone 
change application could be denied. 

William Kistinger, chairman of the planning 
commission, explained that the aim in city 
planning is for a community to grow out from 
the center and to avoid spotted residential 
areas throughout the incorporated area. If 
this aim is observed, subdivisions would not 
be permitted at any point until after the area in 
general south of it had been the scene of res- 
idential development. 

When residential development occurs, it is 
the general plan now for larger lots to be north 
of Sixteenth street, smaller ones south of Six- 
teenth. 

Euclid avenue frontage, of course, will be 
protected, more or less as at present.

if it is reasonable, yet firm. Final enactment 
into law should be delayed long enough to 
give every resident an opportunity to fully 
learn all about its provisions and its effect on 
local property and people. And the measure | 
is of no value if it is broken up and riddled 
with changes every time a new idea is offered. 
Its purpose is to help guide for long range plan- 
ning. On the other hand, loca]! regulations 
should bé flexible enough to meet changing 
condifions and real needs. 

At the outset of the planning study, Charles 
W. Eliot, the city’s planning consultant, had @ 
major hand in suggesting what Upland might 
adopt. What was adopted last week by the 
planning commission is far different from that 
originally proposed by Mr. Eliot. While pro- 
fessional counsel and guidance has its place 
and value, Upland’s zoning measure, after all, 
should be by and for local people. 

No one knows the right answer in telling 
Uplanders how they should develop their prop- 
erty and if it can or cannot be sold. 

And what kind of a planning regulation will 
be finally adopted? 

That depends on local people. Regulations 
that are best for Uplanders should be placed 
into law and the city councilmen are the legal 
voice of the people. All suggestions and ideas 
are welcomed — before the law is enacted. 
Once passed, zoning measure should stand as 
a strong foundation for community develop- 
ment. Zoning that is changed with every whim 
offers no protection. 

And so now is the time for all property own- 
ers to become thoroughly familiar with what 
is being considered and to prepare to make 
suggestions. 

The News will give detailed descriptions of 
the zoning proposal and completely report 
every new development and idea. 

The zoning proposal is now out of the pro- 
fessional hands and given to the people for 
revision, improvement and adoption.
